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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Services  for  the  Borough  of  Penryn  for  the  year  1966. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  year  was  a  healthy  one,  there  being 
very  few  cases  of  notifiable  illness  reported. 

With  regard  to  the  vital  statistics,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
with  such  a  small  population  any  changes  up  or  down  in  the  nimiber  of  births 
or  deaths  will  be  reflected  in  dramatic  changes  in  the  corresponding  rates; 
nevertheless,  only  two  children  died  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  5 
last  year  -  a  welcome  change.  This  has  resulted  in  a  large  swing  in  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  by  37  and  the 
total  population  has  increased  by  40  over  last  year  to  4»950« 

The  problems  experienced  by  those  living  in  old  sub-standard 
property  give  rise  to  many  medical  and  social  issues.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  good  housing  v/ould  alleviate  many  of  the  problems  that  arise  from  the 
adverse  living  conditions  experienced  in  inadquate  housing.  This  affects 
two  age  g2X)ups  -  especially  the  yovtng  of  a  large  family,  and  the  elderly 
whoar©  ;often  on  their  own.  Internal  sanitation,  adequate  space  for  cooking, 
sleeping  and  recreation,  and  adequate  warmth,  are  the  basic  necessities  of 
any  house.  The  use  of  standard  or  discretionary  grants  can  do  a  lot  to 
improve  the  house  that  is  capable  of  improvement  and  is  structurally  sound. 
To  balance  the  need  of  building  new  houses  at  sufficient  speed  to  keep  pace 
with  the  rehousing  of  people  removed  from  condemned  property  is  always 
difficult,  as  the  housing  waiting  list  has  also  to  be  taken  into  account 
to  cater  for  new  applicants  and  those  requiring  purpose  built  housing  due 
to  illness  or  handicap,  P/here  there  exists  a  lot  of  old  properties,  the 
problems  associated  with  housing  are  accentuated.  By  the  varied  use  of 
improvement  grants- and  by  the  greater  use  of  modern  building  techniques,  it 
should  be  possible  to  reduce  the  waiting  list  even  more  in  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  Mr.  Tallack,  and  all  Members  of  this  Committe  for  their 
understanding  and  help  throughout  the  year,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Town  Clerk  and  especially  to  Mr,  Armstrong  for  his  willing  co-operation 
at  all  times. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Miss  V,  M.  Graham,  Area 
Nursing  Officer,  and  the  Clerical  Staff  at  The  Beats,  who  helped  me  in  the 
production  of  this  report.

A  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  under  1  woek  of  age  from  3  to  1  results 
in  a  fall  in  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  from  55.5  to  34*4,  the  nimiber  of  still_ 
births  remaining  the  same. 
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The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  a  measure  representing  the  combined  effect 
of  congenital  abnormalities  leading  to  stillbirth,  the  effects  of  abstetric 
skill  in  preventing  injury  at  birth  to  the  child  \7hich  may  result  in  death 
within  the  1st  week  and  the  effects  of  skill  paediatric  care  in  dealing  with 
such  cases  as  prematurity,  infection,  and  congenital  abnormality  in  the  1st 
v;eek  of  life.  Thus  it  is  a  measure  of  congenital,  obstetric'  . 
and  paediatric  factors.  The  age  and  pa,rity  of  the  mothers?  diet  during  the 
pregnancy;  and  the  quality  of  the  medical  and  nursing  services  all  help  to 
determin  this  rate.  Deaths  from  congenital  malformation  reflect  the  genetic 
and  social  background  of  the  mother  rather  than  the  standard  of  obstetric 
care.

Ante»NataI  Clinics  are  not  held  at  a  specified  site,  hut  are  undertaken 
hy  domiciliary  midwives  on  district  duty  and  hy  the  family  doctors  in  the 
Borough. 

Mothcrcraft  and  Relaxation  Clinics  are  held  at  Penryn  and  are  well  attended. 
However,  pending  alterations  to  Penryn  Clinic,  those  classes  wore  amalgamated 
with  the  Falmouth  Clinic  for  part  of  the  year  and  the  remainder  vrere  held  in 
the  To’wn  Hall,  Penryn. 

Family  Planning  Clinics  are  hold  at  the  Falmouth  Y/elfare  Clinics  at  weekly 
intervals,  and  are  attended  hy  cases  from  Penryn.

56  Home  deliveries  v;ere  undertaken  hy  midwives  within  the.  Borough  for  1966 
and  this  shows  an  increase  of  I4  cases  compares  \7ith  1965*  Medical  aid  was 
called  in  for  20  of  these  56  cases. 

Health  Visitors  (Sec.  24) 

The  domiciliary  visiting  hy  Health  Visitors  to  the  elderly  has  increased 
considerably  in  number  compared  v^ith  1965»  that  is  631  visits  compared  with 
.171 •  Due  to  the  general  shortage  of  long  stay  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  and 
elderly,  domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly  becomes  a  question  of  vital  importance. 
Such  domicilis-ry  services  as  Home  Helpd  and  Home  Aids,  Mobile  Meals  Service 
and  Chiropody,  all  help  to  keep  this  age  group  mobile  and  more  able  to  look 
after  themselves  at  home. 

3,221  visits  were  made  to  the  under  5  years  old  group. 
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As  regards  v;ork  with  tuberculosis,  which  includes  Falmouth,  596  visits 
v;ere  made  to  cases  of  this  disease  by  the  tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  for 
the  Falmouth/Penryn  area. 

Health  Education  talks  and  Demonstrations  were  given  on  35  occasions 
by  Health  Visitors. 

Home  Hursins;  (Sec.  25)

A  total  of  21  children  under  15  years  of  ago  in  Penryn  were  vaccinated 
against  Smallpox  in  the  years  of  these,  17  were  vaccinated  by  the  family 
doctor.

Aiabulance  Service  (Sec,  21) 

This  service  is  under  direct  County  Control  through  the  Ambulance  Head¬ 
quarter  and  thus  no  report  on  the  day  to  day  administration  is  given. 
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Prevention  -  Care  and  After-Care 


Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  in  Ponryn  vias  one  for  the 
year  -  one  female  aged  40  years  old.  No  non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified. 

The  Mobile  X-Ray  team  visits  Falmouth  Clinic  every  two  weeks  as  a  matter 
of  routine  for  referrals  from  the  Family  Doctors  and  to  carry  out  further 
investigations  on  those  students  and  school  children  found  to  have  a  positive 
reaction  to  the  Heaf  Skin  Tost. 

It  is  not  generally  realised  by  the  public  that  a  request  for  a  routine 
X-Ray  check  up  is  possible-  by  use  of  this  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Service  and 
that  it  is  advisable  for  all  adults  over  45  years  of  ago  at  three  to  foTir 
yearly  intervals. 

N 

B.C.G.  was  given  to  1,256  school  children  found  to  require  protection 
against  Tuberculosis  and  to  88  contacts  of  known  cases.  Those  figures 
represent  the  whole  Health  Area  No.  3  and  not  just  Ponryn. 

Prevention  and  After-Care  3.s  applied  to  Geriatric  Cases 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  Section  47 >  tvro  elderly  persons 
were  admitted  into  residential  care  from  the  Borough.  Because  of  a 
combination  of  illness  and  old  age,  the  available  domiciliary  services  'were 
not  adequate  for  the  needs  of  this  elderly  married  couple?  however,  a  place 
was  found  for  thorn  and  they  remained  together  in  a  Wadebridge  Welfare  Home. 

Home  Help  (Section  29) 

53  cases  in  Penryn  obtained  the  use  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  in  the 
year  to  their  great  advantage,  and  because  of  the  groat  demand  for  this 
service  it  is  hoped  that  recruitment  of  Domestic  Helps  and  Home  Aids  will 
result  in  more  cases  being  able  to  be  given  adequate  care  at  home. 

Cervical  Cytology 

Cytology  clinics  were  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Falmouth,  twice 
weekly  and  then  once  weekly  when  the  demand  dropped  off,  during  1966.  Those 
clinics  took  in  the  Borough  of  Penryn  as  Y/ell  as  that  of  Falmouth.  The  total 
nimibcr  of  women  examined  was  448.  Of  this  number  five  suspicious  cases  v/cro 
found?  two  of  these  proved  noimal  and  the  remaining  three  received  major 
siirgical  treatment.  None  of  those  five  cases  resided  in  the  Borough  of  Penrjm,

RODENTS; 

There  were  some  90  complaints  for  rats  and  7  for  mice.  117 
dead  rats  and  mice  were  collected,  4  business  premises  were  treated, 
also  the  sewers  where  slight  infestation  was  again  found  in  St.  Thomas 
Street. 

All  business  premises  and  farms  have  been  inspected. 

The  water  courses  were  also  inspected  and  baited  as  necessary. 

496  visits  of  inspection  v/ere  made  to  various  properties. 

The  part-time  rodent  operator  carries  out  all  treatment 
strictly  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Ministry's  recommendations  -  Warfarin 
was  the  chief  poisoning  agent  used.
